Historian Proves 
Huns Sought War 


Gained From Official 
Documents 


Knowledge 


London. — Some of the accepted 
stories of the happenings of the mo- 
mentéus days just prior to the war, 
it is understood are shattered in a 
book based on official documents and 
personal notes of diploniats and of- 
ficials to be issued. 


The book characterizes as a fallacy 
the belief that the assassination of 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand was a 
“stage managed” affair but it is as- 
serted from knowledge gained from 
official documents that if the assassin- 
ation had not occurred the war cer- 
tainly would have been started very 
soon, 

The famous Potsdam conference of 
July 5, 1914, according to the book, 
was not what has been generally ac- 
cepted,. The meeting took place but it 
was not a formal conference as has 
been declared repeatedly. It is as- 
serted that many persons who are 
supposed to have been there were not 
present. Emperor William and mem- 
bers of the German imperial staff 
were present, however, and at this 
conference, Germany definitely decid- 
ed for war. 

The book was written by Professor 
Chas. W. Oman, president of the 
Royal Historical Society and a pro- 
fessor of history at Oxford Univer- 
sity. A. J. Balfour, British foreign 
secretary, and Earl Curzon, govern- 
ment leader in the house of lords, are 
understood to have taken an active 
part in its compilation,

These terms, 
it is understood, will be communicat- 
ed to Germany so that the national 
assembly at Weimar will have time

Marshal Foch will interview Pre- 


mier Clemenceau at Paris and will 
begin drafting the armistice proyi- 
sions which the supreme war council 
will probably examine, 

It is reported that M. Clemenceau 
made an impressive speech at the sit- 
ting of the council, showing the 
necessity of taking all desirable pre- 
cautions against Germany, 

President Wilson is declared to 
have adopted the same viewpoint, af- 
firming that all the allies were agreed 
on that point and that divergencies 
which cropped up during previous dis- 
cussions bore solely on the most suit- 
able methods of obtaining the neces- 
sary guarantecs, 

President Wilson, according to the 
report, is understood to haye declar- 
ed, in conversation, that a resump- 
tion of hostilities was a grave event- 
ality to which he would agree only 
on the most absolutely essential con- 
siderations and not for any secondary 
motive.

“When I was coming down in the 
train from Ottawa/this afternoon, I 
thought of you boys and the work 
you are doing, and it brought back 
my own school days, I first started col- 
lege in Toronto, my family having 
moved there when 1 was 11 or 12, J 
was a day pupil at the college. 1 did 
not believe in work, however, and I 
did very little studying. My nick- 
name was ‘Banty.’ I indulged in 
numerous scraps, and spent most at 
my time after school hours doing 
the thing I should have done when 
school was in, At the end of the 
year a report was sent to my par- 
ents, and I think, without boasting, 
that was the worst report ever writ- 
ten about any boy, At-the end of the 
report was a note, to the effect that 
if I did not return to th college at 
the beginning of the next term, the 
principal could get along without me, 
I think perhaps he was right. I was 
humiliated and ashamed of myself, 
and I believe everybody knew 1 was 
of no particular use. 

“T was sent to another school, 
where my record was not known, for 
which I was thankful, I there fell 
into the hands of a tutor who, 
though a good teacher, had a very 
violent temper. He encouraged us 
when he was not abusing us, If a 
fellow showed inattention he was 
likely to be hit‘on the head with a 
ruler; but the first words of encour- 
agement I ever received came froim 
that man. He told me’ I (might 
amount to. something, which was 
news to me—I had never heard it 
before; in any event he gave me an 
inspiration to study, so 1 worked, 
and the more I worked, the more I 
realiged how valuable it was, which 
fact I continued to appreciate ds I 
grew older, 

“T never saw a boy or a man who 
got anywhere if he did not work,” 
went.on Mr. Beatty. “I know you 
boys have given up a great deal to 
take on these extra studies, but none 
of you will ever egret it. As you 
grow older you will find the compe- 
tition between men very keen, and 
he who is fairly well educated’ has a 
distinct advantage over the man, who 
Every boy has some kind of 
a vague idea he would like to be 
something or other. when he grows 
up, he does not know just what.

The third essential is 
education; without education it is 
impossible to climb to any important 
position; and the fourth essential is 
work. Nothing yas ever accoimplish- 
ed without work, and if any man tells 
you differently, it is not the truth, 
During the coming years many cup- 
able men will be required to fill im- 
portant and he who has 
the essentials to which T have refer- 
red. is the one who will get the pre- 
ference.” | 

With regard to the attributes of a 
nian, Mr. Beatty said: “The things 
we admire most in other men are the 
qualities we should develop in our- 
selves. The first is honesty, the 
second courage, and the third mod- 
esty. Without courage 
go very far in this world, 
is’ content to step for others, 
he is bound to lose, Without mod- 
esty no one can secure the respect 
of his fellow beings. Every man’s 
hand is against the man who shows 
he believes himself better than oth- 
ers. When I was a youngster, my 
father, who was a very wise man, us- 
ed to say: ‘Never think you are bet- 
ter than anybody else, but always 
think you are just as good.’ Mod- 
esty is a quality I suppose I should 
apologize for, mentioning, for it 
become very. unpopular and is now 
almost obsolete; nevertheless, it is 
one of the finest qualities a boy or 
man could have. 

“T understand that with your stud- 
ies you mingle a little play, which is 
a good thing. Every boy should play 
every game he is adapted for; he 
usually works well who plays well, I 
am not yet very old, and every 
night between September and May, 
When I am in Montreal, if I do not 
have a hard forty minutes’ handball, 
I feel I am depriving myself of some- 
thing I need, A man should have a 
sound body as well as a sound mind, 
and the two go hand in hand.” 

In conclusion, the speaker said: “In 
the work you have taken up at the

Demobilization of 
Medical Units 


They Will Accompany Units To 
Which They are Attached 

Ottawa, — The policy to be car- 
tied out in the demobilization of the 
medical services of the Canadian ex- 
Peditionary force overseas is outlined 
in a cable transmitted by the de- 
partment of militia to the director of 
public information here, 

The cable states that medical units 
will aceompany the divisions of ie 
C.E.F, to which they are attached, 
conformity with the general policy of 
demobilization, In addition to the 
regular divisional medical unit, each 
division will be accompanied by one 
general hospital, one statidnary hos- 
pital and one casualty clearing sta- 
tion, 

The general policy to be adopted 
towards the latter units is that they 


shall be evacuated from France in 
order of seniority; therefore, with 
the 3rd Division, ®hich will be the 


first to leave the corps, will be No. 1 
General Hospital and No, 1 Casualty 
Clearing Station, The question as to 
which stationary hospital will be the 
jfirst returned is, however, still under 
slate No, 8 General Hospital, 
in Paris, is now being brought to Eng-|- 
land, and No, 6 General Hospital, 
also in Paris, will follow at the end 
of April. 

In view of the fact that the 
from France will be returned to 
Canada via England, practically all 
the hospitals in England will be run 
at full strength to cope with any pos- 
sible emergencies, according to the 
discretion of the director general of 
inedical services.

things necessary to have in order to 
live, are solidly in favor of the Soviet 
republic and that all the howling and 
cries for assistance come from the dis- 
-| possessed aristocrat, militarists and 
former moneyed plutocrats who are 
all united in asking foreign interven- 
tion in order that they may be re- 
stored to their former soci! positions 
and to get back and carry on their 
exploitations as usual. The industrial 
development in all modern countries 
has reached a stage where millions of 
workers and farmers, owing to their 
non-ownership of the tools of produc- 
tion, are at the absolute mercy of the 
industrial barons who rule the coun- 
tries both industrially and politically, 
and for the man who has to beg an- 
other for a’ fob in'order that he may 
live there can be no such a thing, as 
democracy.

The Russian revolutionists are try- 
ing to do away with all the old meth- 
ods of exploitation; to make it im- 
possible for one class to live by the 
sweat of another class. It is a tre- 
mendous undertaking, anxiously 
watched by every liberty-loving man 
and woman all over the world. It is 
safe to predict that if they succeed in 
Russia other countries must follow 
suit, and knowing this, it is little won- 
der that our own dear plutocrats are 
setting heaven and hell in motion to 
crush the new Russian Socialist re- 
public. 

A short time ago a note was sent 
by the Swiss ambassador in Russia 
speaking in the name of the neutral 
governments to M. Tschilscherin, rep- 
resentative of the Soviets. The note 
was a protest against the so-called 
terrorism perpetrated by the Bolshe- 
vike in Petrograd. The answer given 
by the president of the Soviet govern- 
ment published in the “Nation” was 
quite interesting, but would take up 
too much space here. I shall only re- 
fer to a part of it. 

The majority of the Russian people 
as represented in the second Congress 

of the workers, peasants, soldiers and 
cossack deputies placed the govern- 
ing power in the hands of the workers 
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and peasants. A handful of capital- 
ists who desired to repossess them- 
selves of the factories and banks taken 
from them on behalf of the people, a 
handful of landowners who want to 
take again from the peasants the 
land they now hold, a handful of gen- 
erals who again want to teach docil- 
ity to the workers and peasants with 
a whip have refused to recognize the 
decision of the Russian people. With 
the money of foreign capitalists they 
have mobilised counter-revolutionary 
bandits, by whose aid they cut Rus- 
sia off from bread so that the bony 
hands of hunger may strange] the 
Russian revolution. 

Having convinced themselves of the 
impossibility of overthrowing the 
workers’ govérnment supported by the 
masses of the workers, they organise 
counter-revolutionary riots in order to 
prevent the workers and peasants gov- 
ernment from pursuing its construc- 
tive work, in order to prevent it from 
freeing the country from the anarchy 
into which the criminal policy of the 
former governments has plunged it. 
They have betrayed Russia in the 
north, in the south, “and in the east 
to foreign Imperialist States, by call- 
ing foreign bayonets from wherever 
they could get them. Hidden behind a 
forest of foreign bayonets they send 
hired assassins to destroy the lead- 
ers of the working class in whom not 
only the proletariat of Russia but the 
entire human race sees the personi- 
fication of its hopes. The Russian 
working people will crush mercilessly 
this counter - revolutionary clique 
which with the aid of foreign capital 
and the Russian bourgeoisie wants 
once more to put the slave’s noose 
around the neck of the Russian people. 

Yet, it is not to be wondered at, 
that the good capitalist, and moneyed 
interests of the world fears the ris- 
ing of the Russian proletariat when
